First Treaty in 1804. 


Ine first treaty made by the gov- 


ernment affecting the territory now 
cowtituting the state of Wisconsin 
w« on November 3, 1804 with the 
Sic «nd Fox nation at St. Louis, 
wW entered into a treaty relinquish- 
in* tbtir claims to lands between the 
WiMOfiEin and Mississippi river in 
Southwestern Wisconsin, including 
much of the territory of Grant, and 
LaFayette counties of today. 


But other Indians still 
claimed 


title to these lands. It was not un- 
common-for more than one tribe to 
claim certain lands as belonging to 
both. Because of thii- -ondition it 
became necessary for the 
United 


States government to. make 
r.-jw 


treaties for this same land on August 
24, 1816 with the Chippewa, Ottawa 
and Pottawatomi. This section laid 
entirely within the Fox and the Sac 
session of 1804. By a treaty on 
July 29, 1829, all the lands covered 
by the first Sac and Fox territory 
of 1814 included. This treaty was 
known as the lead mine sessions. In 
1833, the Chippewa, Ottawa and Pot- 
tawatomi Indians were induced to ac- 
cept a permansnt home west of the 
Mississippi river.
